The Robbery of the Mail. 

On Monday morning the Ist inst. between 3 and 4 
o’clock, the Mail Stage from Philadelphia to New- 
York, was stopped about 18 miles from the latter 
place, by three highwaymen, armed with pistols 
and masked, ‘There were four male passengers in 
the stage, and one female, whom they first proceed- 


+ 





ed to rob, promisiug that they should receive no 
personal injury. From the passengers they took a 
watch and some inconsiderable sums of money.— 
They then cut open the mail, and deliberately over- 
hauled it, for what they conceived the most valua- 
ble packages, which they placed in a cloth bag. 
After taking out a number of packages, and detain- 
ing the stage about half an hour, they ordered the 
driver to proceed. 

On the arrival of the stage at New-York, large

and by the United States Mail agent; pursuit inn- | 


mediately commenced aud two of the robbers have 
been apprehended—the National Advocate gives 
the following account of their detection. 

‘wo of the mail robbers crossed the North River, 
on ‘Tuesday evening about eight o’clock, and imme- 
diately proceeded to Corlear’s tiovk, in search of 
lodgings, avoiding the place where they had betore 
lived. 

About 11 o’clock they arrived at the door of 
Mr. Staniaus Couture, a shoemaker, at the upper 
end of Cherry-street, with whom one of the robbers 











in this city. Mr Couture was up, but unwilling to 


receive them in his house, and recommended them 
to go to their boarding house. The robbers replied, 
they would doso, but they were locked out, Af- 
ter earnest and repeated entreaties, Mr. Couture 
agreed to give them lodging for th- night, and they 
were accordingly shown to their room, and went 
to bed. Mr. Couture, after the robbers had gone to 
bed, began to reflect on the story he had heard in 
the morning about the robbery of the mail, and that 
Frenchmen was concerned, and determined to watch 
his lodgers very closely, From their behaviour, 
and mysterious conversation, Mr. Couture’s suspi- 
cions were strengthened, and he determined to 
give information immediately to the police. Not 
understanding English, M:. C. procured a gentle- 
man, of the name of Xavier Bill, to interpret for 
him. ‘They immediately proceeded to the Police 
Office, and told all they knew and suspected. T'wo 
officers (Bogart and Curtis) went immediately to the 
house of Mr, Couture, where bis partner, Mr.Lewis 
Sevester, had managed to keep the robbers in conver- 
sation tiil Mr. C. returned with the police officers 
and they were so suddenly assailed that they made 
nv resistance. When brought to the police, they 
proved to be Peter Bertrand and Joseph Maurie ; 
the first a seaman, and the latter has been a mid- 
shipman in the French service On the way to the 
police office, Maurie, who was under the charge of 
Curtis threw away a bundle, which Curtis, without 
letting go the prisoner, recovered. Between 4 and 
500 dollars, Branch and other bank notes, fell from 
the cuff of Bertrand’s jacket, when about to be sear- 
ched in the office. Four hundred dollars of the 
notes have been identified to have been robbed from 
the mail. ‘They acknowledge to have left the city ; 
and one of them says he found the money in Jersey, 
on the road. ‘The account they give of themselves 
is contradictory and vague. Maurie refuses to 
give ay satisfactory information, and speaks of 
his honour forbidding it. Bertrand, who was known 
to borrow 12 shillings, in the city on Saturday, ac- 
knowledged the fact; and some circumstances 
have transpired that is expected will enable the of- 
ficers of justice to obtain a full developement of the 
robbery.
